Tay OnorerA PANice—Tur Eripemic
Nor YET 15 THE Crma, —Sowething of an exciie
ment wag cresied in the ¢ty to-day by the an-
nouncement in & morning paper that the Bousrd
of Henlth had yesterday passed a resolulion
that the cholera nad mude 1ts appearance in our
midst, and that a awly bulletin of its ravazes
would be published hereatter,

We Jearn irom official sources Lhat there is as
yet no occasion lor wlarm on the part of our
citlzens,

The physicians have so iar reported to the
Health Oflicer but twenty-five supposed cases ol
the pestilence, and ol these only ten, of which
number eight or nine were Iatal, have proved
on exnmination to be genuine, Yesterday nine
cnees were reported to the Health Odicer, Six
of these bad resulted iatally. Of these but
one wn: a new cuse, the other five having been
mcluaed in the mortality report of last week,
It is a noteworthy fact tnat the four fresh cases
reported all belonged 1o one locality, and that
was onc of the flthiest and most depraved
within the city limits, Whoether they were
genuine cases of Asiatic cholera, or of a werely
ageravated typeot disirhen, 18 even yet a mutter
of doubt.

In view of these fucts, the Board of Health
yesterday passed a resolution declaring that
cholera existed in the city, but every infimation
ol its presence in an epidemic form was carefully
excluoed thereirom, To provide tor the contin.
gt’ncim that maey rooner or later ocour, the

anitury Committee wis authorized to secare the
proper bulldings and secommodutions ior hos
pitale. 1t was also resolved to have disinfected
or destroyed all beds, bedding, clorhing, vessels,
and other articles whicn ure used by or about
the room of f person dying with the supposed
disease; and that the rocm or house in whica a
case poours shall be thoroughly ventilated and
disinfected.

t was not thought proper or necessary to
authorize ut this time the publication ol a daily
bulletin of the reported onses or deaths; but the
public will every day be furnished with the
number ol the supposed cases reported by the

hysicians in atlenoence upon the suiterers,
{Jnder these circumstances we feel warranted in
asserting, a8 above, that there exists as yet no
cause tor anything in the snape ol 4 panie,

That our Hesith Board will prove themselves
equal to the emergency, we have no doubt, The
precavtions taken by them thus far are such wss
prodence and wisdom have dictated. But
although they can do much to ward off the dis-
ease, nnd Lo resirict 1@ fearfol ravages when it
has once eflecred 8 permanent lodgmwent smong
us, they will be utterly powerless uniess tuey
gecure the hearty co-operation ol our citizens,
and cspecially ot the medical faculty. The latter
have thus tar shown considerable reluctance to
muking the reports required of them by the
law, and this account«fior the fact that hall u
dozen old cases were included in veslerday's

reports.

?‘?JI‘ the benefit of those interested, we publish
an extract from the General Health Laws of
1518, as tollows: — '

“'Spction 26.—Every person praotising physic
in the ecity, districts etc.,, who shall have a
patient luboring under a pestilential or con-
tagious disease (smallpox and measles excepted),
shall forthwith muake & report in writing to the
Health Ufficer, and for neglecting so to do he
shall be considered guilty of s misdemeanor,
and subject to a fine not exceeding $50,7

The Board are determined to enforce this lnw
to the letter.

A committee of the Board yesterday visiled
the Fourth Ward on their regular and customary
tour of inspection. Their object was Lo ascer-
tain the sanitary coundftion of the tenement-
bouses In certain locaiities, and to order closed
snch as were not fit, by reason of flth sod im-
Lr:;fleﬂt ventilation, [or the habitation ol humun

ngee.

The tenements in Bedford street were first
inspected, and some ol them directed to be
olosed; the dump snd unhealithy cellars of others,
which were in the oceupancy of rag and bone
ealherers, were directed to be puritied and closed
also. Doveherty's court, in which there is a
row of small tencments, altogother unfit for
dwellings, was ordered to balshut np, Between
Seventh and Bighth, In Bedford street, quite o
sumber of bouses were ordered closed, sud nlso
several in the adincent courts, Shippon steect
I8 couris and slleys, were likewlse visited, an
uevc?ul olosings ordered. An arcned slley, run-
ning from Shippen street, below Eighth, con-
talning severnl dwellings, was divected to be
oloned ; Lowth's court, in Baker street, and
the large bone deposit which has long heen o
nulsance to the newghborhood,
